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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of the 
claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of the various 
claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein were made absent any 
evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation under 37 CFR 1.56 to point out 
the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was not commonly owned at the time a later 
invention was made in order for the examiner to consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) 
and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

Claims 1-9, 1 1-18 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over the Kausch 
et al ( £ 051) in view the Okumura et al. patent ('677). 

Per claims 1-9, '051 teaches a polarizer having a dichroic polarizer and reflective 
polarizer with the transmission axis of each coinciding with the other. Lacking is the 
transmission and polarizing co-efficient being 44% or more and 50% or more, respectively. 
However, £ 677 teaches a dichroic polarizer having a transmission and a polarizing co-efficient 
being 44% or more and 50% or more, respectively. Accordingly, it would have been obvious to 
one of ordinary skill at the time the invention was made to combine the dichroic polarizer of 
c 677 with '051, as taught by '677 to improve the durability of the polarizer. 

Per claims 12-18, '51 lacks the light source and reflector. However, in the display art 
which uses polarizers it was well known to use a light source and reflector in order to increase 
brightness of the display. Accordingly, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill at the 
time the invention was made to combine the well known light source and reflector in order to 
increase the utility of the polarizer. 

Regarding the luminous correction polarizing coefficient of 90 percent or more, a prima 
facie case of obviousness exists where the claimed ranges and prior art ranges do not overlap but 
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are close enough that one skilled in the art would have expected them to have the same 
properties. Titanium Metals Corp. of America v. Banner, 778 F.2d 775, 227 USPQ 
773 (Fed. Cir. 1985) (Court held as proper a rejection of a claim directed to an alloy of 
"having 0.8% nickel, 0.3% molybdenum, up to 0.1% iron, balance titanium" as obvious 
over a reference disclosing alloys of 0.75% nickel, 0.25% molybdenum, balance titanium 
and 0.94% nickel, 0.31% molybdenum, balance titanium.

The arguments presented are not persuasive. As stated in the rejection the amend range is 
not sufficient to overcome the rejection because a prima facie case of obviousness exists where 
the claimed ranges and prior art ranges do not overlap but are close enough that one skilled in the 
art would have expected them to have the same properties. Titanium Metals Corp. of America v. 
Banner, 778 F.2d 775, 227 USPQ 773 (Fed. Cir. 1985) (Court held as proper a rejection of a 
claim directed to an alloy of "having 0.8% nickel, 0.3% molybdenum, up to 0.1% iron, balance 
titanium" as obvious over a reference disclosing alloys of 0.75% nickel, 0.25% molybdenum, 
balance titanium and 0.94% nickel, 0.31% molybdenum, balance titanium. 

Furthermore, applicant only amended apparently claim 1 and only presented arguments to 
claim 1, it is unclear why the other pending claims are allowable.
